bud by capturing Chitto Harjo and his 
chief Heutenants. This uprising is more 
serious than appears on the surface. There 
is another secret organization of the dis- 
affected Indians which we believe extends 
throughout the five nations. The object 
is to intimidate the Indians who favor 
land allotment and conformity to United| & 5 
States laws. Those who are causing the! 
trouble want all the Indians to live under 
the treaty of 1830, which they claim is still 
in force and Harjo, when captured, said 
he had papers showing that he was author- | 
ized by the government to enforce the old 
tribal laws. I have not examined these 
papers, but one of my deputies, who found 
them, says that among them is a copy of 
the old treaty not signed and having 
no s2al. 

“Chitto Harjo is a crafty old Indian and 
ia the real leader of the agitation. The 
troublesome Indians depend upon him for 
counsel. There are Choctaws as well as 
Creeks under arms though I cannot say | 
how many. The Choctaws have 459 light 
horsemen, but probably not all are armed 
and not all are on the war path. It is true 
that there is no fear among the whites in 
the railroads towns, but I know that about 
white families between here and the 
Katy Railroad have moved to.the Cherokee 
nation since this trouble began. No threats | 
were made against them but they did not 
know what the Indians might do. I think 
the danger is over now unless the Indians

HALF MILLION UP iN SMOKE 


| Disastrous Fire and Heavy Loss at Des 
Moines—Leading Stores 
Destroyed. 


| DES MOINES, Io., Jan. 29.—Fire which 
started early this morning in Frankel] Bros. 
department store, corner Sixth and Wal- 
nut streets, destroyed over a half million 
dollars worth of property. The fire was 
first discovered by a patrolman at 3:6 a. m., 
in the corner of the ciothing department 
coming direct from the basement. It was 
but a moment before the whole building was 
in flames 

Every available fireman in the olty was or- 
dered out, but the structure was doomed 
before they arrived, and thelr attention was 
largely devoted to saving the adjoining 
buliiding, consisting of the Des Moines Na- 
tional Bank, the Utica Clothing Co., and the 
Seeley department store. 

By 6 o'clock a solitary wall of the six- 
story Frankel building was left standing, 
and the firemen pulled that down. Not a 
dollar's worth of the $250,000 stock was saved 
and the destruction of the property was 
complete. The First National Bank build- 
ing, which is directly across the street, 
caught fire, but after a hard struggle waa 
saved, although damaged to the extent of 
several thousand dollars. The Utica Cloth- 
ing Co. and the Seeley department store. 
upon the adjoining corners, suffered similar- 
ly in the damage to stocks and fixtures. 

The loss to the Frankels is estimated at 
$375,000, consisting of $225,000 on the stock 
and $125,000 on the bulldings. The firm has 
announced already that they will rebuild.
